"In making my report to the lot-own¬ 
ers for the year ending May 1, 1892, I re¬ 
gret not being able to report a settle¬ 
ment of the claims standing on the books 
of the Cemetery Company for lots pur¬ 
chased and not fully paid for at the time 
of purchase.
